SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 19.—Wiped out by earthquake, 
tidal wave and fire, nothing remains of San Francisco but a mass 
of debris and a group of burning dwellings which formerly were 
the luxurious homes of the city’s wealthiest residents. This section 
also is doomed to destruction and its end is but a question of hours. 

[n a last terrific battle against the sea of fifire that has swept 
the city off the face of the earth, the military leveled block after 
block of the finest structures with its field guns in an effort to 
save at least a vestige of the ill-fated city. It was forlorn hope at 
best, for the ammunition was limited and was soon exhausted. 

The wind is rising, fanning the flames. From the hills near 
the city the spectators can count 25 fires raging in as many sections 
of the city. They are burning little but debris now, however, for 
every business building and practically every residence has gone 
down. 

Many injured persons, imprisoned in houses beyond the reach 


of rescuers, are being burned to death,

The St. Francis Hotel, which hitherto escaped the breath of the 
great furnace, was one of the last big buildings to take fire. The 
fire-fighters have destroyed block after block of residences with

Reports from the various emergency hospitals indicate that 
nearly every member of the San Francisco fire department has 
been killed. 

The destruction of Nob Hill, the fashionable residence section 
of the city, is but a question of hours, for already the flames have 
reached the brow of the hill and are eating into the $3,000,000 Fair- 
mount Hotel, formerly owned by Mrs. Herman Oelrichs, daughter 
of the late Senator Fair.

The tower of the Hall of Justice was cracked by shocks and it hung 
threateningly all day Wednesday. At night it collapsed, crashing through the 
roof. .

\ SOLDIER BLOWN UP BY DYNAMITE. 


Lieut. Charles C. Pulis commanding the Twenty-fourth com- 
pany of light artillery, was blown up by a charge of dynamite at 


Sixth and Jasse streets and was probably fatally injured. He was 


taken to\the military hospital at the Presidio with a fractured skull, 


several bones broken and internal injuries. Lieut. Pulis placed a 


heavy charge of dynamite in a building on Sixth street. The fuse 
was imperfect and did not ignite the charge as soon as was ex- 
pected. Pulis went to the building to re-light it, and the charge 


exploded while he was in the building. The injured officer is a 


graduate of the artillery school at Fortress Monroe, Va. He is 30 


years old, single, and a native of Wisconsin. He was appointed to 
the army from Nebraska. He graduated from the University of 


Nebraska in the class of 1896.

| FIRE IS SPREADING EVERYWHERE. 


The fire is spreading in all directions in both the business and 
resident sections. It is reported that while a building was being 


blown up with dynamite a premature explosion killed 15 men. 

The Terminal Hotel, at the water front and Market street, fell 
and buried 20 persons under the debris. They were incinerated, 
and there is no possibility of learning their identity. 


FIRE SWEEPS CITY AT NIGHT. 


Day dawned on a scene of death and destruction. During the 
‘night the flames had consumed many of the city’s finest structures 
and skipped in a dozen directions to the residence portions. They 


have made their way over into the North Beach section, and, spring- 


ing anew to the south, they reached out along the shipping section 


down the bay shore, over the hills and across toward Third and 


Townsend streets. Warehouses, wholesale houses and manufactur- 
__ ing concerns fell in their path. | 

This completed the destruction of the entire district known 
as the ‘‘South of Market street.’’ How far they are reaching to 
the south across the channel cannot be told, as this part of the city, 


is shut out.

Practically the entire district south of Market street from the water 
front to the Mission has been swept clean by the flames. 

Deprived of water and power, the city sits in the flare of her death 
pyre, waiting: helplessly for the end. At intervals the earth still trembles. 

The greatest destruction has occurred in that part of the city which 
was reciaimed, from San Francisco Bay. Much of the devasted district was 
at one time low, marshy ground, covered by water at high tide. As the city 
grew it became necessary to fill in many acres of this low ground in order to 
reach deep water. . | 

The Merchants’ Exchange Building, a four-story steel structure, was sit- 
uated on the edge of this reclaimed ground. It had just been completed, and 
the executive offices of the Southern Pacific Co. occupied the greater part 
of the buiding. There is little hope of saving it. 

ALL PLAYHOUSES IN RUINS. 

All of San Francisco’s best playhouses, including the Majestic, Columbia, 
Orpheum and Grand Opera House, are a mass of ruins. The earthquake de- 
molished them for all practical purposes and the fire completed the work. The 
Grand Opera Company from the Metropolitan Opera House in New York, re- 
cently heard in St. Louis, had opened an engagement at the Grand. There was 
an advance sale of $120,000. All the costumes and scenery were lost. The 
stars escaped, but are said to have lost many valuable jewels. The chorus and 
musicians were scattered and their fate is not known. 


NIGHT INCREASES HORRORS OF SITUATION. 


After a day of terror, night came, adding to the horrors of the situation, 
and as darkness fell the sky was illuminated in all directions. As the flames 
spread into the residence districts people left their homes and fled to the parks 
and squares. A series of rather severe earth shocks at 7 o’clock further in- 
creased the terror. 

Early in the night the fire swept around the Hall of Justice and com- 
municated to Chinatown, thence proceeding westward into the heart of that 
colony. It then began rapidly eating its way southward on both sides of 
Kearny street, and at 7 p. m. was within a block of the California Hotel. This 
point is near the plant of the Evening Bulletin, in which the morning papers 
had agreed to join to issue a four-shect paper this morning. That plan was 
abamdoned, as the Bulletin lay directly in the path of the flames. 

About 6 p. m. the world-famous Palace Hotel, built by Lucky Baldwin at 
a cost of millions, fell a prey to the conflagration, and the Crocker Building, 
across the street, began to smoke. 


At 1 p. m, the fire had swept from the south side of the town across Market 
street into the western addition, and was burning houses at Golden Gate ave- 
nue and Octavia streets. Almost the entire southern district from Ninth street 
to the eastern water front had been converted into a blackened waste. In this 
quarter were hundreds of factories, wholesale houses and many business firms, 
in addition to thousands of homes, 

On the north side the fire was not making such rapid headway as in the 
western addition, where there was a limited water supply. The firemen were 
making desperate efforts to prevent the flames spreading. Temporary head- 
quarters were established in tents ix Portsmouth square for Mayor Schmitz, 
Chief of Police Dinnan and Gen. Funston, but this site became too dangerous 
about 6 o'clock and was abandoned. Later the flames swept the square.

sans of homeless and panic-stricken people left the city and sought shelter in 
Oakland and other suburbs. 

The suffering and hardship are great. Countless numbers of residents 
of the poorer parts of the city, including the Chinese, Japanese and Italian 
quarters, have been rendered homeless, and unless supplies and aid reach the 
city within a few hours starvation will add to the calamity. 

Nearly every landmark that has made San Franscico famous has been laid 
in ruins or burned to the ground. Never has the fate of a city been more 
disastrous. 

For three miles along the waterfront, buildings have been swept clean and 
this morning the blackened beams and great skeletons of factories and offices 
stand silhouetted against a background of flame that is slowly spreading over 
the entire city. 

The whole commercial and office square on the north side of Market, 
from the ferry building to Tenth street, has been consumed, while hardly a 
building is standing in the district south of Market street. 

Reports at police headquarters show that the entire district surrounded 
by Vallejo, Howard, East and Sansone streets, embracing the entire wholesale 
district of the city, has been swept clean by the fire. The district between Mar- 
ket and Folsom streets has been devastated.NIn the latter district. are in- 
cluded most of the city’s finest and most substantial buildings. The area covered 
by the flames up to that time was about eight square miles, or several hun- 
dred city blocks. 

Little, if any, water was available, and the blowing up of buildings by 
dynamite was the only means of checking the flames. Most of the buildings 
untouched by flames were greatly damaged by the earthquake shocks. 


HUNDREDS KILLED IN TENEMENTS. 


In spite of the continued shocks thousands of persons swarm about the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph offices to send messages to friends and 
were frantic when told that all the wires had been destroyed. As the exodus 
from the tenement region continued it was learned that the damage in that 
section, which is filled with cheap lodging houses and hotels, was very great. 
Many of these lightly constructed houses tumbled down upon their sleeping 
guests, and it is feared that hundreds have been killed. 

In the earlier shocks the Valencia Hotel, between Seventeenth and Eight- 
eenth streets, a five-story frame building, toppled over into the street, bury- 
ing 75 peovle in the debris. 

A lodging house on Seventh street, between Howard andi Mission, known 
as the Kingsley, collapsed and took fire. It was entirely consumed. None of 
the 80 people sleeping there was seen afterward. 

Hundreds of persons badly wounded were seen in the streets, asking their 
way to hospitals. The loss of life seems to have been confined ‘to the poorer 
districts and manufacturing territory. Thousands of homeless people huddled 
in the parks and public squares. 

The tall steel frame structures stood the strain better than brick build- 
ings, few of them being badly damaged. The big 11-story Monadnock office 
building, in course of construction, adjoining the Palace Hotel, was an excep- 
tion, however, its rear wall collapsing and many cracks appearing across its 
front. 


DRUNKEN SOLDIERS WIELD BAYONETS. 


It was qa night of terror for San Francisco—a Hades of fire and panic 
and rioting. Maddened mobs swept from street to street before the great 
billows of fire that were rolling over the city. They were driven back 
from every outlet by the police and forced to spend the night in the stricken 
place. They roamed about aimlessly, shrieking and screaming. 

' The Mayor had ordered all saloons closed. Had this order been obeyed 
perhaps one of the worst tragedies of the night would have been averted. 

While the panic was at its height a squad of drunken soldiers reeled down 
the street with drawn bayonets, They attacked the first crowd that attracted 
their attention, plunging their bayonets into every individual within their reach. 

The scene was frightful. The mob fought back, and their screams brought 
reinforcements. They fought until they fell exhausted. 

Meanwhile, over in Chinatown, another battle was in progress. The Mongo- 
lians, driven from their nests by the flames, swarmed out into the street like 
rats, adding to the terror by making hideous noises on all kinds of gongs and 
brass instruments. As they poured from their underground burrows they were 
met by @ counter stream of Italians, Spaniards and Mexicans, driven out of the 


Italian quarter. 

Two streams flowed together and a mad battle ensued. Knives, stones 
and clubs were used. They fought until news of the battle was carried to the 
headquarters of the military, several blocks away. A company of ,soldiers 
charged the fighting mob with @tawn bayonets and finally disper them. 
The injured were carted to the nearest emergency hospital. 

And then the vandals formed and went to work. Routed out from the 
dens along the wharves, the rats of the San Francisco water front, the drifters 
who have reached the back eddy of European civilization, crawled out and began 
to plunder. Early this morsing 4 policeman caught one of these men creeping 
through the window of a small bank on Montgomery street and shot him dead. 
But the police were keeping fire ilnes, beating back overzealous rescuers from 
the fallen houses and the burning blocks and for a time these men plundered : 
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Refugees Flock to Oakland; 


Report Martinez Bank Razed. 


OAKLAND, Cal., April 19.—Thousands of refugees, rendered homeless by * 


the terrible calamity which has overtaken San Francisco, have come to this 
city. The realty syndicate at once offered Idora Park for the use of those 
left without shelter by the éarthquake. The offer has been gratefully ac- 
cepted by the police and fire departments, and 200 cots have been placed 
in the theater for the use of the refugees. Relief stations have also been 
established at the City Hall, and at the various public parks throughout the 
city. 

Relief stations have also been established in such of the churches through- 
out the city as are considered safe. 

A report cames from Mantinez that the Martinez Bank Building, one of 
the finest structures in the town, has been completely destroyed. 

It is at present impossible to estimate the amount of damage to property 
in this city, owing to the fact that practically no inspecion has been made of 
the buildings, except by Warden George McDonald, and this only for the pur- 
pose of condemning those which are unsafe and must be torn down. Many of 
the structures, which on the outside show little apparent damage, on closer ex- 


amination prove|to have been badly twisted and racked by the shock.

NEW |YORK, April 19.—Millions for 
fire, but mot a cent for earthquake. This 
is the insurance situation in San Fran- 
¢isco. The owners of property destroyed 
by the earthquake cannot collect a dol- 
lar under their fire insurance policies, 
even though the buildings that fell were 
later swept by flame. 

But in case a structure shattered by 
the seismic disturbance should spread 
a blaze to an adjoining building, the 
owner of that building can colMect his 
insurance. As far as the heads of the 
big fre insurance companies with offices 
in this city know, no policy has ever 
been written to cover disasters by earth- 
‘quake. There is not an insurance com- 
pany in America that is allowed by tts 
eharter to write earthquake insurance. 

As Henry W. Eaton, manager of the 
Liverpool, london and Globe Co., ex- 
plained if, the insured can only collect 
on a building fired while standing. Onee 
a structure is shaken down by earth- 
quake the writers of insurance on it 
are not Hable. 

“No matter how fire reaches a stand- 
ing building,” said Mr. Eaton, “unless 
it is incendiary from the inside, the In- 
surance companies are liable. In the 
ease of the conflagration in San Fran- 
ciseo the buildings that caught fire af-

EW YORK INSURANCE 


MEN ARE BEWILDERED. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—Never were 
the New York underwriters more be- 
wildered as to their probable loss in a 
catastrophe than they were yesterday, 
when they tried to estimate the magni- 
tude of their liability in the California 
earthquake. Several conservative un- 
derwriters agreed that the property 
value of the collapse and burned areas 
will probably aggregate $100,000,000. 

A comparison with the Baltimore fire 

(, 1904, was instantly drawn in 
insurance circles. In that conflagration 
$70,000,000 worth of property was  de- 
stroyed, and the loss which eventually 
fell upon the insurance companies was 
approximately $39,000,000. 

setween that disaster and yesterday's 
there was one great difference—tine fire 
underwriters are not liable for losses 
caused by the earthquake itself. But 
as for the damage to bulldings which 
collapsed partly and then took fire un- 
derwriters were uncertain during the 
day. As to the blocks of buildings which 
escaped the carthquake and then.were 
burned the estimates were clearer. 

California is not what is called among 
insurance men a ‘standard policy” 
State, and for many years most fire 
insurance policies issued upon property 
there contained a specific clause ex- 
empting the company from liability 
from _ wreckage through earthquakes. 
Within a few years most of the com- 
panies writing the bulk of San Fran- 
cisco insurance have used the New York 
standard policy, which contains one 
clause bearing upon liability for earth- 
quake damage. That clause is as fol- 
lows: 

If a building or any part thereof 
fali, except as the result of fire, all in- 
surance by this policy on such building 
or its contents shall immediately cease.”’

Capt. J. Corkery, a close friend of the 
Busch family, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Mr. Tillmann lives on Clay 
street, overlooking the bay, and that 
his home will not be threatened unless 
the fire crosses Van Ness avenue. | 

Clay street is on Nob Hill, many parts 
of which are now on fire, but the Till- 
mann home is on the extreme eastern 
part of the street and many blocks east 
of the main fire, which is sweeping east- 
ward. 

Cable to Germany. 

Capt. Corkery says that the family 
here has been informed that Mr. Busch 
has sent a message of reassurance to 
his friends in Germany, cabling from 
Sacramento by way of Hong-Kong. 

Mr. Blank, through whom the first 
news from Mr. Busch came, lives at 3131 
Russell avenue.

HOW SAN FRANCISCO - 
EARTHQUAKE WOULD |

the calamity that has befallen San 
Francisco the scene of the great disas- 
ter may be transferred in fancy to St. 
Louis and made to cover localities here 
corresponding to that which first felt 
the earthquake shock in the Pacific 
Coast city and those to which the dey- 
astation has spread. 

The Market street of San Francisco 
corresponds to the Broadway of &t. 
Louis, save that the former city’s water 
front is about one-quarter of a mile 
further from Market street than from 
Broadway. The Examiner building on 
Newspaper Row in San Francisco, the 
pivotal point from which the great dis- 
aster has been described, corresponds. to 
the Post-Dispatch building on Broad- 
way, between Olive and Pine streets. 

The first earthquake shock, felt at 
5:13 a. m. Wednesday, would have ex- 
tended alone Broadway, and also the 
St. Louis river front, from about Con- 
vent street south to Destrehan street 
north, a length of over # blocks. The 
severest effects of the shock would have 
been felt from the St. Louis river front 
to about Highteenth street, lessening in 
severity from about Twelfth street west- 
ward. 

Little injury seems to have been 
caused by the first shock, but this was 
followed by a second and third, and, 


with the latter, the great buildings in 


the downtown heart of St. Louis would 
have begun to topple and fall. The 
Post-Dispatch building would have been 
so nearly wrecked, with great openings 
in its walls and a fire starting in its 
rear, as to necessitate its instant aban- 
donment by the force of Post-Dispatch 
newsgatherers, who begin their day's 
work at 4 a. m. 

The first realization of the evtent of 
the disaster caused by the three suc- 
cessive earthquake shocks would have 
been appalling. 

Big Buildings in Ruins. 


The Southern Hotel, Oiympic Theater, 
Planters Hotel, National Bark of Com- 
Building, Commonwealth Trust 
Building, Mercantile Library Building 
and American Exchange Bank Build- 
ings would probably have been the first 
heard from. The news would have been 
of their demolition’or partial wreckage, 


and of fire following the damage done 
by the earthquake. : 

Then. a few moments later. would 
have come intelligence of widespread 
ruin almost incredible in extent and 
completeness of disaster. Every great 
department store in St. Louls would 
have been destroyed or partly shattered 
and in flames, the St. Louis Union 
Trust Building, the Commercial. Wain- 
wright, Laclede, Security, Rialto and 
Chemical buildings, the Globe-Dem- 
crat, Republic. Westliche Post and 
Star-Chronicle newspaper buildings, the 
the Federal Building, the 
St. Louis Public Library, the City Hall 
and Hotel Jefferson. 

Extending out as far as Kighteenth 
street, the shocks would have so crea 
ly damaged the Union Station Bullding 
as to have rendered it unsafe. The Old 
Cathedral. on Walnut street, between 
Second and Third. would have been de- 
stroyed. The destruction of the Olym- 
pic Theater would have been paralleted 
by that of the Garrick the Century, 
the Grand Opera House, Havlin's, the 
Imperial, the Gtandard and thr, at least 
partial demolition, of the Gayety. 

The. two leading east-and-west thor- 
oughfares of St. Louis, Olive street 
and Washington avenue, would have 
presented a scene of desolation as far 
westward as the foot of the hill at 
Nineteenth street, ‘thus including Me- 
mortal Hall, the repository of the city's 
art treasures. 

Still following closely the story of the 
San Francisco calamity in its imaginary 
transference to St. Louts, the awful 
tidal wave that succeeded the earth- 
quake shocks would have flooded the &t. 
Louts river front and the whole dis- 
trict west to Seventh street, correspond- 
ing to Battery street in San Francisco.

Kansas Pioneer in Industry 
Pleased With the 
Returns. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOGAN, Kan., Aprii _.—Logan Coun- 


ty has the distinction of having the 
orly skunk farm in Kansas. C. O. Gra- 
ham is the man who has successfully 
started this industry. On his farm a 
few miles south of town he fenced 20 
acres, which is devoted exclusively to 
the raising of these odoriferous animals. 

Before building his fence Mr. Graham 
plowed a six-inch furrow around the 
entire inclosure and laid a strip of 
woven wire flatwise in it. After con- 
necting this piece of wire with the up- 
right fence he filled the ditch. The 
main fence is composed of woven wire 
two feet in height, from the top of 
which extend horizontal bars of a foot 
in length every 10 feet. To these arms 








another strip of woven wire is at- 


'tached, making a sort of a roof to the 
'fence. The skunks cannot get out by 
i digging below the fence, as they strike 
the buried wire, and they cannot escape 
by climbing, as they encounter the roof 
wire. Once within this “fold,”’ the ani- 
mal is sure to stay until his hide is am- 
putated and his fat rendered into oil.

It takes little or nothin 
care for the animals, and the profit ee 
one skunk is equal to that of a cow or 
a hog.

MAKES INSANITY PLEA 
Says That Continued Cruel 
Treatment Affected Boy's 
Mental Growth. 





IDENTIFIED BY VICTIM 


Mrs. Martha Young Tells How 
She Was Attacked by 
The Stabber. 


The detense of John L. Brady, The 
Stabber, was outlined Thursday after 
the State had résted its case in the trial 
of Brady for feloniously assaulting. Mrs. 
Martha Young of.1807 Franklin avenue 
on the night of Jan.- 22. 

Brady's attorney, John A. Porter, said 
that he ‘Would show that The Stabber is 
insane and that this condition was 
caused. by ill treatment of Brady's 
mother before his birth and to cruel 
beatings administered to the boy by his 
father from the time he was six months 
old until he reached the age of man- 
hood.

Mrs. Young was the rst witness. 
in answer to guestions of Assistant 


Circuit Attorney Gillespie Mrs. Young 
said she was 58 years old, a widow, liv- 


ing at 1807 Franklin avenue, 2ad em- 
ployed in a trunk factory at Commer- 
cial and Olive streets. 


Woman Tells of Assault. 
“On my way home shortly after 6 
oclock in the evening of Jan. 22, and 


after. crossing Twelfth street, on the 
south side of Washington avenue, a 
young man who was running in the 
opposlie direction collided th me, 
knocking me down,’ she said. ‘I 
thought it was an accident at the time. 
“Two women picked me up, and while 
they were inquiring whether. I was bad- 
ly dlurt a crowd of young men, holding 
that man (pointing to ‘The’ Stabber), 
came up to where I was standing and 
asked me if I had lost my purse. I re- 
plied T had not. They seemed to think 
that this man who had knocked me 
down Was a pursesnatcher and that he 
had. robbed me. They told me that I 
ent to have him arrested, but I said 
| did not care to prosecute him, as I 
thought he had Knocked me down acci- 

dentally.

I did not know I 
had been. cut’ until I[ reached. home 
wheresl found. a wound in my left hip. 

“T then went to the City Dispensary 
and-had the wound dressed. It was a 
half-inch wide and an inch and a half 
deep. After the wound was dressed I 
telephoned to the office of the Chie? of 
Potice.’’ gio 

On cross-«xamination Mrs. Young said 
that she had never seen The Stabber 
before the night she was assaulted, and 
did not know of any provocation for the 
attack. She could not remember wheth- 
er Brady was running.at a rapid gait 
or walking when he collided with her. 
but stated that she believed he was go- 
ing at a “dog trot.’ She did not see 
the knife with which she was stabbed 
until three weeks later, when it was 
shown to her at the Four Courts at the 
tine of Brady's arrest. 

Captured and Turned Loose. 

Wugene Mckenna of 2914 Marcus ave- 
nue, one of the young men who cap- 
tured .The Stabber and later released 
him, testified that he was coming out 
of Hanlon’s millinery establishment a! 
the southwest corner of Twelfth street 
and Washington avenue, where he is 
employed, and saw two women in the act 
of iifting Mrs. Young from .the side- 
walk. At the same moment he heard 
someone remark: ‘There he goes: he 
got her purse.” 

“I looked up the street, and seeing 
aA man running toward Thirteenth 
Street, started after him.’ said Me- 
Kenna. “‘He ran into a lot. near Thir- 
teenth street and fell. I fell on top of 
him. He reached for his back pocket.

CAR CRASHES 
NTO A WAGDK 
THREE INJURED

Wreck on Fourteenth Street 
Bridge Disables Crew and 
Passenger. — 


A northbound Bellefontaine car 


crashed into the rear of a three-horse 


coal wagon at the Chouteau evenue end 
of the Fourteenth street bridge at 8 a. 
m. Thursday. The collision resulted in 
seyere injuries to three men, the shat- 
tering of the front platform of the car 
and the wrecking of the wagon. 

The men injured are Erth Dowdell, 
motorman, 1808 Iowa avenue, sent to 
City Hospital; W. J. Conrad, conductor, 
6112 Wicklow place, City Hospital, and 
Hi. W. Bauer, 412% Iowa avenue, Bt. 
Mary’s Infirmary. 

The negro driver of the coal wagon, 
which belonged to the Polar Wave Coa! 
and Ice Co., was not injured. 


The car was running at full speed, it 
is said, and the motorman scemed to 
have lost control of it. Both he and 
the’ conductor are said to be recent em- 
loyes of the United Railways Co., hav- 
ng served for about three weeks. The 
motorman is from Kansas City and the 
conductor from Carmi, I). 

When the car.struck the coal wagon 
it did not check its speed, but contin- 
ued, pushing the wagon nearly half 
across the Brides before coming to 4 
stop. There were several persons on 
the front platform of the car, which 
was practically demolished. 

While the car, pushing the wagon, 
was speeding across the bridge, there 
was another collision with a city sand 
wagon, driven by Ben Zander of 700 
Sidney street. the sand wagon being 
overturned and Zander thrown out, his 
hip being injured. 

Bauer, the injured passenger. told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at ‘St. Mary’s 
Intirmary that he was sitting on the 
sandbox on the front platform of the 
car, reading a newspaper, when the 
car collided with the coal wagon. He 
was pinned down between the sandbox 
and the motor box and both his legs 
and one hand were bruised.

Mrs. Rawlings of 5212 Cote Brilliante 
avenue followed Mrs. Brady on_ the 
witness stand. She said that she visited 
in the Brady home about three years 
ago, and that she knew the defendant 
to be a quiet, gentlemanly boy. His 
father, she said, on that occasion 
scolded and abused him. She did not 
know that John ever drank. 

Mrs. Jennie Batchelor, 2206 locust 
street, has known the Brady family for 
a long time. Several years ago she 
saw Mrs. Mary Brady, the defendant’s 
mother, with a black eye. She did not 
see the injury inflicted and was not per- 
mitted to tell what she was told regard- 
ing it. She said the defendant was 
quiet and she never knew of his drink- 
ing. 

, Schaefer of Venice testified that 
he had gone to school with John Brady 
and that the boy had always demeaned 
himseb’ properiy. Three or four years 
ago he saw Mrs. Brady with both eyes 
- -semaggagiaae but did not see the injury 

one. 

G. W. Bennett, City Parshal of 
Venice, I... testified that Matthew 
Brady, the father of the defendant, had 
been fined.in the Venice court for abus- 
ing his wife and blackening her eye. 
The Marshal said that he knew John, 
who had been a good boy. 

Mrs. Nellie Brady, mother of The 
Stabber, dressed in black and weeping. 
testified to the cruelty to which she had 
been subjected 
birth of her son. 

She told of “requent beatings admin- 
istered ‘tothe boy by his father, who: 
she said, frequently vented his violent 
temper upon his family. 

Attorney Porter was twice cautioned 
by Judge Reynolds for putting leading 
questions to Mrs. Brady. She was will- 
ing in the hands of her own lawyer, but 
was backward on cross-examination.

Blake Kruger of Texarkana, Tex. to 
claim his estate two months ago when 
they believed that he had been iaid in 
a suicide’s grave. 


At his home in Kirkwood Thursday 
Kugler, laughing heartily, said: “I em- 
phatically deny the rumor that I am 
dead. The man who shot h®mself must 
have been some other fellow. I have 
known about this mix-up all the time, 
but I didn’t want to break in on Mrs. 
Kugler, who is my wife, while she was 
having so much fun trying to identify

somebody else as me. I don’t know 
anything about the other woman and 
can’t clear her mystery for her.” 

Kugler says that he has no desire to 
return to his wife, because she had him 
put in the Insane Asylum at Farming- 
ton, 

“IT was released from there Oct. 5 
last,”’ he said, “and I came out here to 
work as a florist and gardener for Mr. 
Wyatt Shallcross. I knew at the time 
that my wife was trying to prove that 
I was dead, I went to St. Louis and I 
walked past the house on Hickory street 
where we used to live together. Once I 
saw my three boys and another time I 
saw my wife, but I didn’t say anything 
to them. They didn't see me.”

one claimed the body. After interment 
Mrs. Kugler made up her mind that the 
body was that of her husband. She ex- 
hibited a photograph, which was identi- 
fied by the undertaker as that of the 
man he had buried. Others said that 
the photograph was of the dead man. 

Mrs. Kruger of Texarkana then ap- 
peared. She had no photograph, but 
from descriptions she was convinced 
that the body was that of her husband, 
who had disappeared. 

Mrs. Kugler was eager to establish 
the identity, for there were two insur- 
ance policies on her husband's life. 

Mrs. Kugler, when told by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at her ‘home, that her 
husband was alive and well, was as- 
tonished, as she was still sure that the 
man interred in Bethlehem Cemetery 
was her husband. 

Wife Sure He Was Dead. 


“This is the first definite word I have 
heard from him since he was released 
from the Farmington Asylum in Octo- 
ber, 196,’" she said. 

‘When my attention was called to the 
man who had killed himself in the sa- 
loon on Manchester avenue he had been 
dead many days, and the body had al- 
ready been buried. But the description 
was so like that of my husband and his 
phetograph was so well identified that 
I was sure it was Mr. Kugler. 

“Matters were com@licated when Mrs. 
Kruger came up from Texarkana and 
claimed the body. hen when a florist 
said that the man who had killed him- 
self had worked for him at the time 
Mr. ag, gone was in the asylum at Farm- 
ington 1 was more puzzled. I had made 
an effort to get the insurance that was 
on my husband's life, but when the 





the claim and I dropped it. I have kept 
up his dues in the lodge ever since. 

“Mr. Kugler is considerably older than 
I. He is 55 and I am 32. We were mar- 
ried in 1885. We lived happily enough 
until he became unbalanced mentally. 
Then we had him taken to the Arsenal 
Street Asylum. Later he was taken to 
the Farmington Asylum. I was in a 
hospital myself for six months that 
time. I did not know he had been re- 
leased from the Farmington institution 
for a week afterward, and I have not 
seen or heard from him since. 

“If he will.come home he is welcome, 
and I hope there will never be a re- 
turn of his malady. 
been a good man. 

Mrs. Kugler supports herse&f and her 
three children by keeping boarders, 

Kugler was a machinist while he lived 
in St. Louis. About two years ago he 
was adjudged insane, and after spend- 
ing a short time at the City Asylum he 
was sent to Farmington, whence he was 
later discharged as cured.

EXCEL UNCLE SAM 


Competition in Construction of 
Two Eattleships Show 
Their Superiority. 


WASHINGTON, April 11—The pres- 
ent prospects are, according to the view 
now obtaining at the Navy Department, 
that the battleship Connecticut, being 
constructed by the Government at the 
New York Navy Yard, will not only cost 

roximately ($400,000 more than her 


sister ship. the Louisiana, being built 
by private contractors, but the Govern- 
ment will.lose the race which has been 
on since the building of the two big 
ships was begun. Just how much longer 
it may take to complete the Connecticut 
than the Louisiana depends on the ac- 
tion of Congress. 


Louisiana Leading. 


According to the iatest figures at the 


Navy Department, showing thé progress 
being made on the ships under construc- 
tion, the percentage of completion 
reached on the Louisiana is 97.92 and on 
the Connecticut 97.11. 

When Congress provided for the con- 
struction of one of these battleships at 
a navy yard it was with a view of ob- 
taining comparative figures to show 
whether the Government could build 
ships more economically at the navy 
yards than by private contract. The 
race between the two ships has been 
watched with keen interest by naval 
authorities and those interested in ship 
construction, because of the future pol- 
icy which it might bring about. 

Another factor in retarding the work 
on the Connecticut has been the cur- 
tailment in the working force at the 
New York- yard made necessary by the 
lack of funds. The force there was 
cut down from 3000 to 800, thus materi- 
ally reducing the force that could be 
utilized on the construction -of the Con- 
necticut.

lowance. A judgment was entered 
against her there by. agreement, and 
the case was taken to the Circuit Court. 
on the first trial of the case 
in Judge Fisher’s court, 
of Appeals reversed and remanded the! 
case, and a change of venue Was taken 
to Judge Taylor's court. 
Additional evidence was brought out 
at the second trial of Imboden having 
addressed and alluded to Miss Pierce as 
his wife, but this was offset by evidence 
that he was sick at the time of the al- 
legeqd common law marriage contract. 

It is the understanding that the case 
will again be carried to the Court of 
Appeals.

This is the interest and 
the overdue regard to the interest, of the landowner, 
and the political and social influence that he and his 
class can exercise. 

“Let the value of land be assessed independently of 
the buildings upon it, and upon such valuation let 
contributions be made to those public services which 
ereate the value. What s our rating system? It is 
a tax upon industry and labor, upon enterprise, upon 
improvements; it is a tax which is the direct cause of 
much of the suffering and overcrowding in the towns, 

“Overcrowding is not a symptom only, but a cause 
of poverty, because it demoralizes its victims and 
forces them to find relief in excesses.

Mury Hilla, 17 years old, whose 
appointed suitor, Gustav Markel, shot 
her mother to death last June, is a 
bride, She married Rebert Krause of 
St. Louis,-on whose account she re- 
fused Markel. As the bridal party was 
driving in cabs from Glen Carbon to 
Edwardsville, lll, two of the horses 
became frightened and wrecked one of 
the vehicles, injuring four of the bridal 
party. 

Miss Hilla’s home was in Glen Car- 
bon, a mining town four miles south 
of Edwardsville, and it was there that 
the lovemad Markel killed her mother, 
Mrs. Josephine Hilla. He is now serv- 
ing a life sentence for the crime. 

The bridal party set out from 
Carbon to Mdwardsville Wednesday af- 
ternoon in the merriest of moods. A 
short distance from Glen Carbon one 
of the teams, frightened at the up- 
rooted stump of a tree, shied. The driv- 
er lost control of the reins, and the 
frightened horses dashed madly along 
ihe road. The cab was swung against 
a telegraph pole and smashed to pieces. 

Kate Schiller, a bridesmaid, had her 
right shoulder dislocated. Annie The- 
rion, maid of honor, suffered a gash on 
her forehead and was badly bruised. 
Valentine Pavlacek and John Otrempa, 
attendants to the ‘bridegroom, were 
knocked senseless by their fall from the 
carriage. 

Wouldn't Postpone Day. 

IXrause, his face pale, declared that 
one tragedy had already delayed his 
wedding nearly a year, and refused to 
turn back to Glen Carbon on account 
of the accident. The driver of the cab 
in which he had ridden with Miss Hilla 
was left behind with the other man to 
look after the horses. Krause and Miss 
Hilla mounted the box and the four in- 
jured ones ‘were put inside the vehicle. 
In this way the bridal party proceeded 
to Edwardsville. 

After physicians had attended the in- 
jured quartet, the marriage ceremony 
was performed by the Rev. A. 
O’ Reilly. 

Miss Hilla was one of the prettiest 
of the young girls of Glen Carbon. 
Markel, young and impressionable, fell 
madly in love with her. Mrs. Hilla told 
him there was no hope, but he per- 
sisted. When finally he saw he had 
lost he rushed into the yard of the 
Hilla home, revolver in hand, slew Mrs. 
Hilla as she stood in the doorway, and 
fled. 

That was June il last. For two days 
posses scoured the country for the 
young man, who escaped after the kill- 
ing. The afternoon of June 13 he was 
found in a thicket half a mile from 
Maryville by a band of 20 searchers. 

Posseman Brandt. a miner, pushing 
his way among the undergrowth, saw 
the fugitive peering from behind a tree, 
revolver in hand. Brandt leveled his 
shotgun and fired. Markel, blinded by

Glade is strong, possesses great speed 
and much experience. Yet regarding him 
yesterday, one was compelled to arrive 
at the conclusion that he is not and 
never will, as long as he uses his pres- 
ent style of delivery, be a pitcher of the 
first class. 

Hard bitten baseball men say that na- 
ture teaches aright, that when a man 
does a thing in a certain way it is 
the best way, else he would not do it. 
In a word, they believe in what they 
call natural methods. 

All of which is a huge mistake. There 

is but one correct way for all men to 
do anything in. ‘Certain physical and 
mental peculiarities may make them do 
the same thing aright, but with slight 
differences.

CHICAGO, April 18.—Within the last 10 
days 50 soldiers of Fort Sheridan have 
gone to the hospital, 20 have deserted, 
and an equal number have been “laid 


up for repairs” in quarters, all on ac- 


count of long marches, which the War 


Department recently ordered. 

Several of the officers have sent in ex- 
tensive reports of the marches to Secre- 
tary Taft. All recommend fewer of 
them and lighter practice for the troops. 
Soldiers were scattered along the Sheri- 
dan road for two miles yesterday, lying 
here and there upon their backs, sick 
with sheer exhaustion. Many were hard- 
ly able to walk to the post. 

A battalion, under command of Capt. 
M. E. Saviile, started on a march at the 
rate of 130 steps to the minute. The 
regulations provide for 116 steps per 
minute, and Capt. Saville thinks even 
that gait is too hard. 

“If the marches are continued,” he 
said, “I cannot keep my men. They will 
all leave and they are hardly to 
blamed. It is too much for them.”’

Pickle Manufacturer Ended 
Life, Pulling Trigger 
With a String. 


Fred Schaefer, 61 years old, a pickle 
manufacturer, living at 3939 Garfield 
avenue, committed suicide at 5:30 a. m. 
Thursday by placing the muzzle of a 
single barrel’ shotgun in his mouth and 
pulling the trigger with a string. His 
body was found in his pickle factory in 
the rear of. his home. 


Schaefer arose early and awakened 
his wife, but did not tell her of his 
intention to kill himself. He went im- 
mediately to his factory in the rear of 
his home. 

He placed the butt of an old muzzle- 
loading single-barre] shotgun on the 
table, tied a string to the trigger and 
ran it through a staple which he drove 
in the table. He placed the muzzle of 
the gun in his mouth, steadying it with 
one hand while with the other he 
grasped the string and pulled the trig- 


ger. 

Mrs. Schaefer was awakened by the 
shot ang hurried to the pickle factory, 
where she found Schaefer dead. 

Dr. Charles Weinsberg of 1531 South 
Eleventh street, who has been treating 
Schaefer for nervous trouble for a year, 
was called. He says Schaefer was tem- 
porarily insane when he killed himself. 


OPERATIONS T0 
PREVENT. CRIME? 


‘Urged by Surgeon Who Made 
Good Boy Out of a 
Bad One. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 18.—An opera- 
tion performed seven weeks ago on 
Spurgeon Welty, an ll-year-old boy, to 
make him good, was pronounced today 
entirely successful. Since his discharge 
from. the Medico-Chirurgical Hospital 
on March 1, he has not done a single 
malicious act, his parents say. Before 
Dr. Ernest La Place, chief of the sur- 
gical staff, bored a hole in the boy’s 
skull to restore his lost conscience he 
Was never good more than an hour at 
a time. 

Dr. La Place says: 

“This operation, coupled with that on 
the Hurley boy at Toledo, cannot fail 
to be of infinite value to science. 

“Thousands of people who are sup- 
posed to be constitutionally bad—among 
them some famous criminals, no doubt— 
may be only suffering from abnormal 
pressure on the center of morality, or 
seat of conscience, as it is sometimes 
called, which is toward the back of the 
head, two inches above the right ear. 

‘Holmes, ‘the famous arch-murderer 
of Philadelphia, executed a few years 
ago, had I understand, just such a 
trouble as that which young Welty has 
béen relieved of. 

“If examination of every person ar- 
rested for any offense should be insti- 
tuted in jails and prisons and opera- 
tions performed when necessary, there 
is no telling what a decrease might 
ensue in the work of\turnkey, and even 
of executioner. 


Boy Positively Cured. 


“Welty is positively cured. We ar- 


ranged to get regular reports on his 
condition, and all have been favorable. 
Since he has remained good for seven 
weeks, there is not the jslightest possi- 
bility of his badness returning.” 

Dr. La Place performed the operation 
on Welty at a clinic of Medico-Chi stu- 
dents. 

The boy was thoroughly bad. He had 
fallen from a hay rick in childhood 
and hurt his head at the center of mo- 
rality. He became so bad that he had 
to leave his home at Nazareth, Pa., a 
year ago. His grandfather at Moores- 
town took charge of him. 

The climax of a series of depredations 
came when he bought a bulldog re- 
volver and ammunition amd held up the 
school teacher and pupils in the little 
district schoolhouse in true Wild West 
fashion. 

With. difficulty he was disarmed and 
‘placed in- Jail. Mrs. Jenmie Griffith, a 
philanthrepic woman of Easton, Pa., 
took an interest in him amd asked Dr. La 
Place to examine him. The surgeon dis- 
covered a lump on his head and offered 
to operate on him if the court would 
withhold sentence, 


Faints From Strain. 


On the way to the hospital Spurgeon 
so worried Mrs. Griffith with his pranks 


that she called an ambulance’ on the 
street—not for the boy, but for herself. 
She fainted from the strain. 

Tie first night in the hospital, Spur- 
geon turned on the gas in the children’s 
ward and would have asphyxiated nine 
children had not the nurse discovered 
the fumes. — 

He grabbed a typhoid fever patient, 
threw him upon his back and raced 
wildly about the room. Later he clipped 
locks of hair from the heads of the 
children, and tried to teach them to 
swear. 

The operation was performed with a 
surgeon's auger. and when a hole had 
been bored into the brain. Dr. La Place 
fished out pieces of broken bone.

Failure of Natural Crop Blamed 
for Famine Prices in 
Prospect. 


Se - 


St. Louis independent ice companies, 
which have for the last few years been 
fighting each other and the Polar Wave 
company, have given up the struggle. 
They announce that this year they will 
make no effort to cut their prices. 

As @ result, St. Louisans will pay fan- 
cy prices forgce this summer. The deal- 
ers say the price will vary from $ a 
ton, the present market price, to $6 a 
ton, thus taking what many consumers 
saved on coal. Last year ice sold be-. 
tween $2 and §$2.60. 

The independent firms say they could 
not stand the pace. Last year, they 
say, all the companies lost money, big 
and smali. They point to several of the 
firms which went under. 

Almost no natural ice was harvested 
near St. Louis. Usually Creve Coeur 
Laxe ylelds 75,000 pounds during a sea- 
son. This year the ice did not become 
strong enough to hold the horses needed 
for plowing it. 


Can’t Meet Demand. 
It was the same in the ice-producing 


towns of Missouri and Illinois. As a 
result, all the natural ice used this 
summer in St. Louis will have to come 
big distances on freight cars, which 
means freight tolls and shrinkage. 

This will tax the artificial ice plants 
to their limit. And the ice men say the 
capacity cannot supply the demand. If 
the summer is at all hot, they say, the 
prices will necessarily soar. 

Hotels and restaurants are beginning 
to. complain of the advance in prices. 
The ice companies answer their com- 
plaints by saying that they have been 
getting ice during the fighting ,of the 


| last few years almost at cost. 


None of the independent and small 
dealers seem to be worrying about the 
Polar Wave. With ‘natural ice so 
scarce, they say every company in the 
city will have all the work it can do, 
and that the companies will be content 
to stick by standard prices. 

R. F. Baur, manager of the Griese- 
dieck Artificial Ice Co., one of the in- 
dependents, said to a Post-Dispatoh re- 
porter Thursday that there would be no 
fight this year to keep prices down. 

‘We're all tired of fighting,’ he said, 
‘about all it has done for us was to 
run several of us out of business and to 
put prices down so low that there is no 
money in the business. This year we're 
going to put prices on our ice for what 
it’s worth and what it costs us. We are 
not going to pay any attention to the 
other companies, and I understand they 
are going to do the same. There will 
be enough business for all this summer. 

Iee Once $10 a Tor, 

“When we started in this business in 
1890 there was not an artificial ice plant 
in the city. Prices were good _ then. 
you could get as high as $10 wholesale 
for a ton of ice. 

“Then companies began springing up 
all over the city. Prices went steadily 
down. Some of the firms went under in 
the fight. Others kept on fighting, and 
of course the prices kept on going down. 
peat year ice sold as low as $2 a ton 
ere. 

“Last year when we were selling ice 
as low as $2 a ton in St. Louis we were 
selling the same ice in Chicago for 34 @ 
ton, because there the supply was ex- 
hausted in the middle of the hot season. 

“The hotel and restaurant men and 
others who get ice are kicking already, 
but that is about all the good it will do 
them. They’ve been spoiled. They’ve 
been getting ice the last few years at 
cost, and now they are kicking because 
we want to fix a decent standard of 
prices. 

“Natural ice will be at a premium 
this year. The crop around here was 
so small this winter that practically 
all the natural ice will have to come 
from Minnesota. Of course the freight 
and shrinkage will put the price of that 
kind of ice over $5 a ton wholesale. 

Can Make Half Enough. 

“Last year different companies had 
altogether 100,000 pounds of natural ice 
from nearby places in storage. Three 
artificial plants were working to their 
full capacity. And still they couldn’t 
supply the demand. 

“What will they do this year, when 
there is not 1000 pounds in storage in 
the whole city, outside of the ice that 
Came from away up North? 

“The capacity of all the plants here 
is about 2500 tons a day. This will sup- 
ply one-half the demand.” 

Many of the companies have made 
extensive preparations for the demand 
for artificial ice. The Merchants Ice 
Co. has constructed a new plant at Fin- 
ney and Pendleton avenues. This plant 
is supplied with water obtained from an 
artesian well. In this way water rate 
taxes are avoided.

Struggle. 








SOME TALK OF ALLIANCES 





Former Governor Wants People 
to Vote Upon Senator- 
ship Choice. 





CHANCE FOR DEMOCRATS 


Deneen Bill Knocked Out Be- 
fore Formally Introduced 
in Upper House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April #¢/.—Rich- 
ard Yates wants the primary law passed 
by the Illinois Legislature tn extraor- 
dinary session to carry an expression 
from the whole people of the State on 
the senatorship. 
Senator Cullom and his followers don’t 
want such an expression. 
| These are the true conditions gyr- 
rounding the efforts of the General As- 
sembly to frame a law that will take 


unconstitutional. In fact, the senator- 
ship will prove a dominant factor in the 
new law that is expected to develo» 
from the special session. 

With the Republican factions divided 
by wishes of Yates and Cullom, the 
Democrats in the Legislature have an 
opportunity to fill the breach and force 
the issue on a direct primary law that 
will do away entirely with the delegate 
conventions and rule by the party 
bosses. The Democratic party in fiit- 
nois is pledged to a direct primary, and 
the bill that is under preparation by the 
minority will endeavor to keep these 
pledges, but the Democrats in the Leg- 
islature are no more favorable to a di- 
rect primary than are the Republicans. 
While the Legislature is under condi- 
tions like these, no one can foretell the 
sort of a bill that finally will be placed 
upon the statute books to fill the long 
felt need ‘‘demanded by the people.” 


Desert Party for Candidate. 


The Democratic leaders in the house 
Say they have no special objection to 
their bill providing an expression of 


choice on the senatorship. To t this 
feature into the bill many Yates ad- 
herents would work with the other par- 
ty; to keep it out Of the bill equally as 
many Cullom. followers would be will- 
ing to line 3 most anywhere. 

When Gov. Deneen called the General 
Assembly to meet in extraordinary ses- 
sion pledges of support in passing a 
new primary law came from all sources. 
But there has been an immense amount 
of backing and filling and sparring for 
wind since last Tuesday. 

Already the very life has been 
knocked out of the Deneen administra- 
tion bill which was drawn by Attorney- 
General Stead. The Senate did the job 
with little ceremony. In an informal 
discussion it kicked the bill, fathered 
by the Governor, full of holes, changing 
it from a plurality to a majority meas- 
ure before it was even introduced. And 
after wenn introduced the Senate lost 
no time n picking the measure 
pieces. The Houvse was more respe 
ful. Containing the plurality plan, as 
originally drawn, the bill was intro- 
duced and sent to the Elections Com- 
mittee in the Llouse, and by the com- 
mittee reported back without change. 
In its original form the administration 
bill is now a <pecial order for Wednes- 
day on second reading in the House. 


Bill, 

The House is a large unwieldy body 
and moves slowly. Before anything can 
be accomplished by it next week the 


Senate plans to pass a bill more to its 
liking and give it to the House. This 
plan of action seems more likely to 
succeed than did the plans of the fa- 
mous senatorial combine to pass a bill 
before going home for Sunday. Twenty- 
eight insurgents in the Senate, headed
